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1977 Vancouver Dominion Day Wooden Pieces 


To help celebrate Dominion Day which is usually held on July lst. 
of each year, the Vancouver Centennial Museum held and "Old - Fashioned 
Dominion Day " celebration on Saturday, July 2nd., 1977 on the grounds 
surrounding the Vancouver Centennial Museum and MacMillan Planetarium. 


A celebration was held with type sports races.Sailboat and Tndian 
war canoe races, log rolling contests, caber tossing events (for hearty 
Scots) with the public being invited to partake in barbecued Shortribs, 
strawberry shortcake and cool drinks. Everything carried an 1870 Old- 
Fashioned theme. The ladies ‘and gentlemen were attired in clothing of 
the era, the ice cream was made from old-fashioned recipes & the Brass 
bands and dancing groups supplied eighteenth century entertainment. 


The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce was pleased to support the 
community event by underwriting the cost of wogden tokens which had to 
be purchased from a bdoth and then traded for various items’ for sale. 
The Wooden pieces were printed in three denominations, namely $1, 75¢ 
and 25¢. They were issued in amounts of 4.000 one dollar pieces, 1,000 
seventy-five cent pieces and 12,000 twenty-fice cent pieces. 


The art work was designed by Frand Lewis, a Vancouver free-lance 
illustrator. The Obverse describes an Old Fashioned D»minion Day while 
the Reverse shows the denomination along with a bearded face and the 
symbol of the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce with the denomination. 


Tn order to help make change easier, the reverse printing was in 
a common maroon color while the obverse of the 25¢ piece was in blue; 
the 75¢ piece in green and the $1 issue in red. The Committee did not 


anticipate the large turnout and there was much confusion in handling 
these tokens due to the common maroon reverse with different denomin- 
ations.
